Rescript—In an action for malicious proaecutiojn 


it ia competent lor the defendant 10 prove, as hav- 
ing some bearing upon the questions of want of 
probable c^uae and malice in, fact, that prior to 
the prosecution complained of it was the common 
report in the neighborhood of the parties that the 
plaintiff has committed the crime for which he 
was prosecuted, ifuch common report is not of 
itself„ sufficient to 6how probable cause, but in 
connection with otncr eliminator/facts or infor- 
mation, that came to the knowledge of the defend- 
ant before he commenced proceedings, it may tend 
to show it, and to negative malic-. The unex- 
plained neglect of the plaintiff ia a suit for malic- 
ious pr jsecntioc to appear or testify at the trial of 
his case is a matter competent ibr the considera- 
tion of the Jury upon the question of want of 
probable cause. Either party in such a case has a

days. — The request was complied with, 
and tbe card arrived in Chemnitz from 
New York on [the one hundred and seven- 
teenth day after the date of original mail- 
ing. The Postmaster General of Germany 
has caused this card to be photographed, 
and transmittedia copy to the 'Berne Inter- 
national Bureau;, with the remark that had 
It been posted ope hour earlier it would 
have accomplished its journey in ninety- 
six days Instead of one hundred and seven- 
teen.
